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1995 Assessment Rates 


The Workers’ Compensation Board (WCB) has set assessment 
rates for 1995. 

Under the plan approved by the WCB Board of Directors 
(BoD), the 1995 estimated average rate for Schedule 1 employers 
will be $3.00 per $100 of payroll, compared with $3.01 for 1994. 
The approved rate structure will permit the WCB to have the 
average actual rate equal the average target rate for the first time 
in a decade. 

The BoD’s decision followed a successful business and labour 
consultation process. Although the consultation period was brief, 
the WCB was able to receive the input of most major client 
organizations. 

The 1995 standard assessment rate in each rate group, 
reflecting the actual rate that will be paid by most employers, is 
determined by adjusting the 1994 rate towards its 1995 target 
rate, subject to a maximum increase/decrease of 10 per cent. 
Firms paying assessment rates in 1994 below their rate group’s 
standard rates will be subject to a maximum increase of 
15 per cent. 

In the past, a limit has been set on rate increases and actual 
rates paid by employers have differed from target. Target rates 
express the premium each rate group should pay to cover the 
costs of new accidents and to fully fund the workers’ 
compensation system, based on the current funding strategy. 
Last year, a common or standard actual rate was set in each rate 
group to facilitate the transition to target rate. 

For 1995, all construction firms have to pay an extra 9 cents 
on top of whatever their new group rate would otherwise be, to 
fund the Workplace Health and Safety Agency's (WHSA) 
certification training. The WCB transfered this money to the 
WHSA in January 1994, and it was agreed in discussion with the 
industry at that time that the amount would be recouped in the 
1995 assessment rates. The construction rates quoted in the 
assessment rate schedule printed in this brochure, have the 9 
cents included in the amount stated. 

For 1995, the insurable earnings ceiling will be $55,400.
